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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


It  affords  your  school  board  great  pleasure  in  being 
able  to  sa^^  in  their  annual  report  that  our  schools  for  the 
year  have  been  prosperous  and  have  made  marked  advance- 
ment. In  the  way  of  true  education,  this  is  no  more  than 
we  have  a  right  to  expect  and  should  realize.     The  attend- 

'^  ance,  however,  has  not  been   what  we  would   have  liked. 

CO  Absence  for  a   day   or  even  a    half   day,   occasions   a    loss 

■^  which  can  never  be  made  up.     Each  perfect   day's  work  of 
a. the  pupil  prepares   him   for  something  better  on  the  mor- 

"^  row;  but  fail  to  improve  the  present,  the  future  must  ex- 
perience loss.  Unnecessary  absences  are  sure  to  breed  bad 
habits  and  lamentable  failure. 

The  absentees  not  onh^  suffer  loss  but  those  with  whom 
they  are  classed  are  hindered  more  or  less  in  their  progress. 
This  evil  should  be  removed  and  can  l)e  if  public  opinion 
is  set  right  on  the  matter. 

Of  the  number  of  day's  schooling  the  past  year,  one- 
fifth  has  been  lost  and  one-fifth  of  this  loss  might,  and 
would  have  been  prevented,  had  the  parents  '  been  right 
and  just  to  their  children. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  increased  visitations  to   our 

^  schools  on  the  part  of  parents.  The  onh^  w^ay  to  know^ 
really  what  our  children  are  doing,  and  how  the  teachers 
are  working  in  the  schools,  is  to  visit  the  same  and  see 
with  our  own  eyes  and  realize  with  our  own  hearts  what 

)      is  being  accomplished. 

)  This  gives  encouragement  to  the  teachers   and  tends  to 

impart  mental  activity  to  the  pupils,  aiding  greath'  in  the 
s:overnment.

Without  this  personal  knowledge  it  is  impossible  to 
know  of  the  arduous  labors  and  w^eighty  responsibilities 
of  the  teacher.  Criticisms  made  after  such  experience  are 
likel}^  to  be  just,  or  at  least  kindh^  in  spirit.  As  a  rule 
complaints  made  against  teachers  come  from  those  w^ho 
have  not  visited  the  schools  and  examined  both  sides  of 
the  question  at  issue,  and  hence  pursue  that  course  which 
works  against  the  highest  good  of  their  owm  children  and 
the  w^elfare  of  others.  The  remedy  for  this  is  plain — visit 
school  often,  encourage  teachers  in  thoroughness  of  class- 
work,  and  the  best  of  discipline  and  good  schools  are  quite 
certain  to  follow.  Then  the  money  is  w^ell  expended,  and 
we  are  richly  rew^arded  for  all  our  pains. 

In  this  manner  we  can  learn  whether  or  not  the  schools 
are  what  they  should  be.  If  not  we  wnll  be  read3'  to  try 
and  remed3^  the  fault,  be  it  in  teacher  or  pupil. 

Most  of  the  work  of  our  teachers  the  past  year  has 
been  good.  In  one  or  two  instances  loss  of  control  worked 
disastrous  results.  No  school  can  prosper  without  good 
discipline.  Good  teachers  are  born,  not  made,  and  no  one 
not  adapted  to  teaching  can  in  reality  be  a  successful 
teacher,  no  matter  how  good  the  intention. 

Then  too,  there  are  some  who  resemble  a  man  running 
machinery — that  is,  they  aim  to  produce  a  certain  amount 
of  work  for  a  stipulated  sum  of  money.  Thej^  are  hired 
to  teach  certain  branches  and  they  do  not  feel  either 
bound  or  inclined  to  teach  anything  not  prescribed  b^^  law. 
But  the  real  teacher  is  honest,  earnest,  competent  in  a 
well  regulated  schoolroom,  enthroned  in  the  hearts  of  her 
pupils,  skilfully  training  and  fashioning  the  minds  and 
morals  of  the  rising  generation,  those  who  are  soon  to 
take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  state  and  nation,  and  fill  the 
various  avenues  of  life. 

No  brighter  picture  within  the  possibility  of  human 
imagination  than  is  the  real  teacher  thus  engaged.  We 
feel  safe  to  claim  our  schools  have  most  of  them  been 
taught  the  past  year  by  those  who  were  born  to  teach. 

There  has  been  no   winter  term  in  the   primary   depart- 


ments,  but  with  the  exception  of  the  grammar  schools,  the 
fall  term  Avas  extended  one  \veek  in  all  of  the  schools, 
making-  the  school  year  twentj'-one  weeks.  The  grammar 
schools  have  had  a  winter  term  of  ten  weeks,  making  the 
usual  thirty  weeks.  In  the  spring  the  pupils  in  No.  3  at- 
tended the  Columbian  schools.  For  various  reasons  we 
thought  it  advisable  to  have  a  school  in  the  district  in 
the  fall.  We  had  a  successful  term  of  eleven  weeks,  for 
little  more  expense  than  we  would  have  had  to  pay  for 
transportation.  The  cellar  at  the  new  schoolhouse  has 
been  nicel}'  cemented  and  painted,  agreeable  to  vote  of  the 
district,  and  a  good  substantial  fence  built  around  the 
yard.  The  estimate  was  made  at  four  hundred  feet  but  as 
there  are  over  five  hundred  feet  the  cost  of  building  over- 
run the  appropriation.  We  had  six  apple  trees  removed 
from  the  j^ard,  to  enlarge  the  playground,  which  greatly 
improves  the  looks  of  the  grounds.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  present  to  the  town 
the  following  report : 

Agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  45  of  the  Laws 
of  1897,  the  selectmen  made  the  following  appointments 
March  1,  1897,  for  members  of  the  board  of  health,  viz: 
Amos  J.  Blake,  for  one  year.  Dr.  H.  W.  James,  for  two 
years,  Dr.  James  B.  Harvey  for  three  years.  And  on  the 
first  day  of  September,  on  account  of  the  removal  of  Dr. 
James  from  town,  Dr.  William  H.  Shaw  was  appointed  to 
fill  out  his  unexpired  term.  And  on  the  same  day  on 
account  of  the  removal  of  Dr.  Harvey  from  town.  Dr.  Geo. 
S.  Emerson  was  appointed  to   fill  out  his  unexpired  term. 

CONTAGIOUS   DISEASES. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  thirteen  (13)  cases 
of  diphtheria,  four  (4)  of  which  proved  fatal.  And  two 
(2)  cases  of  measles.  All  the  infected  houses  w^here  diph- 
theria prevailed  were  immediately  placarded,  the  families 
isolated,  and  as  soon  as  the  patients  died  or  had  recov- 
ered, the  infected  houses  were  properly  fumigated  and 
cleansed,  and  every  precaution  taken  by  the  board  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  public  funerals  in 
cases  of  deaths  from  diphtheria  w-ere  prohibited. 

NUISANCES. 

There  have  been  three  (3)  nuisances  and  matters  of 
complaint  during  the  year  examined  by  the  board,  all  of 
v^hich  have  been  satisfactorily  disposed  of. 

There  should  not  be  a  case  of  disease  arising  from  filth 
or  uncleanliness  in  town. 
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If  all  the  people  would  carefully  dispose  of  all  filth  and 
decayed  vegetables,  and  dispose  of  their  sink  water,  and 
provide  against  other  sources  of  danger  to  health  about 
their  dwellings,  and  not  wait  for  some  kind  neighbor  to 
complain,  or  until  in  some  way  the  matter  is  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  board  of  health,  much  benefit  would 
accrue  to  the  community,  and  to  none  more  than  to  those 
who  so  neglect. 

Our  observation  is  that  most  all  the  people  do  guard 
against  this  danger;  but  there  are  some  few  who  think 
and  care  ver}^  little  about  it.  It  is  really  a  matter  of 
great  importance  to  the  public  health  and  happiness  of 
any  city  or  town.

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We  would  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  several  reports 
and  public  documents  from  the  state  and  general  govern- 
ment. From  Miss  Mattie  Wetherbee  of  Boston  53  volumes 
of  books ;  from  Mrs.  Eliza  P.  Cummings  several  volumes 
of  books ;  from  Mr.  Thomas  D.  Jenkins  4  books ;  from  O. 
L.  Brock  one  book ;  from  Miss  Anderson  of  Chicago  one 
book  ;  also  donations  of  various  magazines  and  pamphlets 
from  several  citizens  in  town  for  the  reading  table. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  during  the  coming 
year  the  purchase  of  two  more  cases  for  books,  as  there 
are  now  many  books  and  reports  piled  on  top  of  the 
cases  and  otherwise  for  ^vant  of  shelf  room ;  also  that  the 
counter  across  the  library  room  be  moved  eight  feet  west 
of  its  present  location,  in  order  to  give  more  room  for  the 
alcoves  and  the  librarian  for  her  work. 

We  would  again  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of 
the  town  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  8  of  the  public 
statutes,  and  chapter  118  of  the  laws  of  1895,  in  relation 
to  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  free  public 
libraries. 

The  demand  was  never  so  urgent  as  now  for  solid 
literature  to  meet  the  historical  research  and  study  of  the 
great  questions  of  the  day,  engaging  the  attention  of  all 
classes  and  conditions  of  men. 

We  should  not  be  indifferent  to  the  work  of  making 
the  public  library  all  that  it  should  be,  when  we  consider 
what  it  is  qtiietly  doing  to  elevate,  educate  and  otherwise 
improve  the  dwellers  in  every  little  village  and  hamlet  in 
our  broad  land.

county  of  Cheshire,  in  said   state,  quaUhed  to   vote  in 

town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  hall  in 
said  Fitzwilliam,  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects : 

Article  1. — To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  agents, 
auditors,  committees  or  officers  heretofore  chosen. 

Art.  2. — To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Art.  3. — To  allov^  accounts  against  the  town. 

Art.  4. — To  raise  money  for  the  repair  of  highways 
and  bridges  and  determine  the  amount. 

Art.  5. — To  raise  money  tor  schools  and  determine  the 
amount. 

Art.  6. — To  raise  money  to  defray  town  charges  and 
determine  the  amount. 

Art.  7. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  of  monej'  not  exceeding  seventy-five 
dollars  for  Memorial  day,  to  be  expended  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  G.  A.  R. 

Art.  8. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  deed  to  Natt 
Head  Woman's  Relief  Corps  No.  75,  a  small  lot  in  the 
new  cemetery,  upon  which  they  \vish  to  erect  a  monument 
to  the  memory  of  the  unknown  dead  of  the  war  of  the 
Rebellion. 

Art.  9. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  grant  Walter 
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E.  Emerson  the  right  and  privilege  to  draw  "water  by  means 
of  a  pipe  from  the  well  near  the  No.  5  schoolhouse  to  his 
barn,  providing  he  will  put  in  the  pipe  at  his  ow^n  expense 
and  will  maintain  and  keep  in  repair,  at  his  own  expense, 
a  public  watering  trough  opposite  his  barn,  on  the  westerly 
side  of  the  Jafifrey  road. 

Art.  10. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  release  Walter 
J.  Whitcomb,  collector  1891,  or  take  anj^  action  thereon. 

Art.  11. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  build  side- 
walks, fifty  dollars  to  be  expended  in  the  Depot  village  and 
fift\^  dollars  in  Fitzwilliam  village. 

Art.  12. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the 
G.  A.  R.  to  decorate  the  graves  of  soldiers  of  the  Revolu- 
tion and  War  of  1812,  the  same  as  veterans  of  the  War  of 
the  Rebellion. 

Art.  13. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  give  the  free 
use  of  the  town  hall  to  the  Eagle  Engine  Company  No. 
1,  for  their  annual  entertainment  and  ball. 

Art.  14. — To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  of  a 
legacy  of  two  hundred  dollars,  bequeathed  by  Viola  L. 
Spaulding  to  the  town  of  Fitzwilliam,  to  be  kept  at  in- 
terest, and  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  the 
Daniel  Spaulding  lot  in  the  Fitzwilliam  cemetery,  agree- 
ably' to  the  terms  contained  in  said  bequest.
